Had Night Garment 
The police were concentrating on 
the theory th at the man whom 
Condon dealt with was the kidnap­ 
er—perhaps the slayer. 
The light

was wearing on the night of March 
1 when he was abducted was not 
on the body when it was found yes­ 
terday. 
“I questioned Dr. Condon Thurs­ 
day night for 50 minutes as he rode 
in an automobile from Princeton to 
Hopewell,” said Prosecutor Marshall. 
“And he was questioned again to­ 
day. 
“Condon gave me a clear state­ 
ment. He also gave me several doc­ 
uments.

“I have no tangible evidence as yet 
upon which to ask a murder indict­ 
ment." said Prosecutor Marshall.
